a)xious to go forth to their work. The feelings, 
which some of them have in view of their probable 
deension for want of funds, | may perhaps exhib- 
it at a future time. It ought to be generally 
known, that three quarters of the men required to 
he sent out this year, and most probably the w hole 
number, will be in readiness to go belore the year 
has expired. —Another reason is, that young men, 
just from the seminary, cannot now labor as agents 
so advantageously as they formerly could. If they 
must be detained, how shall they be employed? 
Shall they be told to preach to destitute churches, 
or engage in domestic missions? ‘They reply, that 
they have devoted themselves to foreign missions 
—to the heathen—that life is short, and they are 
considerably advanced in lite—that some of them 
have long vovages to make, and afterwards a tor-
